The rain has been falling for the last twen- 
ty-four hours pretty steadily and everything 
isin a very most condition. I was down 
town this morning and listened to the reports, 
and I did not hear of but one house that did 
not leak last night. The new Court House, 
of which the people of Tucsun were justly 
proud, is likely to fall down, the walls having 
split and the roof leaking badly. I am sorry 
to hear of this, as the building was a credit 
to the place. 

There is a great deal of sickness here at 
present, and almost every day a procession 
can be seen making its way towards the “City 
of the Dead.” Many persons are sick with 
the fever and among the children the whoop- 
ing-cough is prevalent and seems_to be unusu- 
ally fatal. 

In the way of amusements there is but lit- 
tle going on, except among the Mexican pop- 
ulation. They have been celebrating the 
Fusta of San Augustine for about eight days, 
and apparently have hada good time of it. I 
believe he is the patron Saint of the village 
and of course it is right that the inhabitants 
should do him much honor. Day and night 
the plaza in front of the Church has been 
filled with merry makers who enjoyed them- 
selves dancing, eating, drinking and gambling. 
But few Americans seemed to take any part 
in the amusements, But few difliculties oc- 
curred, and but one or two arrests were made 
during the whole time. Our old friend Hat- 
ton, (formerly Lieut, Hutton, 1st Arizona Vol- 
unteers) who is Watchman, Detective force 
and Chief of Police fur the city, was around 
ready to arrest any one who became tvo bois- 
terous in his devotions to his Saint. Every- 
thing passed of pretty smoothly, however, 
and was in every way creditable to the peo- 
ple who participated in it. 

General Devin arrived here yesterday, to 
take, command of the District, I suppose, in 
place of Gengral Crittenden, who is going to 
San Francisco, and who will take with hima 
largenumber of the soldiers stationed here, to 
be discharged, their time having expired. 
General Devin seemed to be in good spirits 
and condition when he arrived here and it is 
to be hoped that he will make some changes 
in the operations of the military so às to ren- 
der them of some use in protecting the coun- 
try and chastising the hostile Apaches. The 
Indians are very bad all around this section

Letter from South Pass City. 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE MINER.) 
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Souta Pass Orry, D. T.,, Aug, 21, 1868. 

Eniron Miner :—After an absence of twelve 
months, I have come to the conclusion to 
write you a brief epistle, thinking, probably, 
it may be some satisfaction'to you to get some 
news from this region, particularly from one 
who has been through the mill and has had 
the experience that your humble servant has 
had. & © 

Well, this country is the, gtandest bilk of 
the age, The Prescott country is a paradise 
compared with it, There is-not a single lode 
in the country. Ic is true, there is some lit- 
tle quartz in the country that will pay for 
working, provided a sufficient quantity could 
be obtained, but the country is a broken up 
slate formation, and the lodes are nothing 
more than little fibres and chimneys cropping 
ont of the surface, through the slate, and it 


is the meanest climate on the face of the 


earth. We had a snow storm about the mid- 
die of June and I honestly believe a man 
would have. frozen to death had he been 
caught outinit. In addition to this, we have 
the Crow and Sioux Indians to contend with, 


and when they do come they make it hot 
forus, They are different from your Apaches; 
whenever they catch a small party they are 
dead sure to take them in. -I think I shall 
return to Arizona this fall. T have had enough 
of northern countries, and would rather live 
in Arizona and be a lamp post than to be a 


king in this section.

Eprron Miner: In the last number of yoffr 
paper I seo n notice of the resources oulnly a 
ticultural) of your section of the Teritory; it is 
accompanied with the request that other parties 
from other sectiony of the Territory will contribute 
their sharo of information in regard to other sec- 
tions of a Territory hitherto supposed to be un» 
productive, and as‘of ‘no value in an agricultut al 
point of view. Pormitmo to speak n tew words 
for Pima county, in this regard, for the purpose 
of somewhat correct information. 

Immediately abont Tucson there are perhaps 
500 acres under enlitvalion, dependent upon ir- 
tigation. The finest vegetables are produced 
here—grown in open dir, through theentire win- 
ter, save potatoes, of which we haye none, Wheat 
and barley are sure craps; corn and beans are 
sure upon the same ground, thus securiug two 
crops à yerr, : , 

Above us, embracing good grazing ground, is 
the Mission of San Xavier Del Bac, where the 
Indian residents, and some few Mexicans raise a 
large amount of grain, I cannot specify the num- 
ber of acres under onltivation. Above this we 
mect the “Tomporales” (moist ground planted, 
not dependent upon irrigation; like your soll, 
trusting to the rains) of about 100 acres with an 
abundant crop of cora. Above this we meet 
Tubac, with its hundreds of acres of wheat and 
barley, already secured, and its greater number 
of acres of corn now well nigh ready for harvest- 
ing. Above this, an the Rio Santa Cruz we meet 
the Ranches of Col. Lewis, Mr. Chambers and 
others, with their hundreds of acres of good corn.

Qn the night of the 25th ult, at about 
three o'clock in the morning, some teamsters, 
with three or fonr Chimahueva Indians, attacked 
the Apache-Mohaves and killed eight of them. 
The remainder escaped and ran for tho moun- 
tains. 

There is much fever and ague here at present, 
but as a great change has taken place in the 
weather the past two days, I hope the cool |, 
hreeze will make it more healthy.

Had the Yumas 
received no provocation in the spring and 
summer of 1850 from reckless white men—I 
allude to the circumstances attending the 
death of John Glanton—there is little proba- 
bility that the heavy expenses of those mii- 
tary operations would bave been incurred. 
The State éxpedition that followed the mas- 
sacre of Glanton’s party, however well meant, 
made none büt the most unfavorable impres- 
sion upon them, in respect to the American 
character for bravery or our national power.

Under proper management, I believe the 
Yumas will be found nearly, if not quite as 
tractable as the nations already spoken of. 
To think of a Yuma in the hight of a Sioux, 
or Comanche, where war is concerned, would 
be one of the strongest cantrasts that could 
be presented. Now, when at Jast they have 
come to know the power uf our Government, 
they are better prepared to receive the next 
and best manifestation of its virtues, in some 
efficient plan for their improvement. 

The Yumas are large, well-formed, sprightly, 
and intelligent in their appearance ; me invet- 
erate gamblers, like most of these Indians ; 
still tolerate polygamy, but their women have 
a reputation for chastity. A climate of per- 
petual summer does not call for much cloth- 
ing ; and as there is very little rain, a house 
of brush thrown over a few poles answers ev- 
ery want. What was true of their agricul- 
ture in 1776 is still truc, except that they 
have added wheat to their products. “They 
depend in a great measure upon the cultiva- 
tion of the soil, for their support,” says Rus- 
sell Sackett, Esq., who had spent considera- 
ble time among them “and although their cul- 
tivation is of the rudest kind, receiving little 
or no attention after the planting, yet their 
crops mature with an astonishing growth. 
Their planting season is in the month of July, 
after the waters of the Colorado begin to fall. 
They then seek those portions of the bottum 
lands that have been overflowed during the 
high water, and put in thecrop. These lands 
retain the moisture after having been once 
flooded, a sufficient length of time to produce 
acrop without any further irrigation. The 
crops cultivated principallly are corn, beans, 
peas, squashes, and melons, all of which they 
raise with very little labor. Wheat also does 
well there. It was putin about the first of 
January, and ripened about the first of June.”

„From Axizona.—We were fortunato this 
week in receiving three or four numbers of 
the Miner, of Prescott, from the 8th to the 
29th of August. In lookitig over these pa- 
pers, we regret.to find that the Territory is 
still the scene of barbarous murders by “the 
noble red.” - Notwithstanding which, there 
is an evident determination on the part of the 
settlers to maintain their ground, and push 
along in the path of enterprise and conquest. 
Mines are being prospected and worked, and 
"farms are being cultivated, althotigh all is 
done ‘at the risk of -Jife. The troops are in 
the country, und it is to be supposed that the 
officers do thejr duty, but still stock are sto- 
len, men are murdered and but few of the Lo 
family are brought to uccount, except when 
the citizens go after them. We have scen it 
stated somewhere, that there is a change con- 
templated in the command of the Territéry— 
that General Crittenden is to give place to 
some other commander. These frequent 
changes ate a great disadvantage to the coun- 
try, and to carry ințo effect such operations 
as may be deemed necessary to check the in- 
‘cursions of the savages upon the homes of 
éur citizens. This cannot be done in a few 
months, which is about all the time a com- 
mandingvoflicer is permitted to liold his place 
in the Territory.

The news which appears in our columns 
ballet E e eh appalhng and heartiend- 
ep A> = veen our painful lut to lay be- 

Te ers. Thonsands upon thousands 
of lives called into etermty in an instant: 
whole cities, town and villages swept away 
fiom the face of the earth as if hy magic ; 
dozens of ships with their crews whirled 
away from their anchorages liké toys by the 
receding sea and then swallowed up by a 
mighty wave, or washed fur away up into the 
heart of the city, Such a picture of general 
destruction and desolation, extending hund- 
reds upon bundreds of miles along the roast 
and reaching from the seaboard up mto the 
topmost Lights of the Andes, can scarcely be 
imagined as is contained in our correspond- 
ent’s’ letters, and the reader stands aghast 
with horror when he tries to contemplate or 
comprehend the magnitude of the devastation 
that hus occurred. Whether the desolation 
is Yet at an end, or what gieater rum we 
shall yet hear of, no one can unagine, for 
there ae many points in the interior and 
further south unheard from, whilst nothing 
Whatever bas reached us from the Colombian 
frontier 

A letter datel Cullao, August 22d, says: 

The earthquake of wbich we advised you 
by last mail, is probably the most dreadful 
and terrific that ever uccutred m the worla’s | 
history, Certainly nothing approachmg to | 
the due catustrophe of the 13th inst. has | 
ever been recorded ot this continent, nuted 
i for volcanic eluptions, 

We bave no mtelhyence further south than 
Cobi, and, fiom what we have ascer tamed, 
the shock there was much the same fs we ex 
penenced În Callaa; tue sea receded not more 
than fifty yards and gradually returned to ; 
its onginal level At Iquiqne the town ts 
‘completely swept away. Nothing but a mass ' 
tof rums remams The loss of hie must have : 

been very great; at present no estimate can 
f be given, by next mail we may have defimte 
miormation, 

Tne ports of Mejillones, Pragua, Arica, 
(flo and Coala have Itkewise shared the un- 
tortunate fate of Lquique. Arequipa, the sec- 
fond aty of the Republte, i levelied to the 
f grount, not one house ts left standing, unless , 
a few wooden erections on the outskirts of 
rtheenty The magnificent cathedral is not

Tue EARTHQUAKE at Arica. 

From Arica we have the most graphie pte- 
ture of the sad event. The Agent of the Pa- 
atie Steam Navigation Company, in his letter 
tu the manager writes: 

Into otLormatters it is now useless to enter, 
as I write under the shaduw of a great grief. 
Arca no longer exists; at about 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon of the [3th we were visited 
with a tremendous earthquake. T had barely 
time to get my wife and children mto the 
street, wanen the whole of the walls of my 
house fll--fell is hardly the word, as they 
were blown out as tf they were spit at me, at 
the same time the earth opened, probably 
two or three inches, and belehed out dust, ac- 
companied with a termble stench as of pow- 
der, the air was darkened and T could not 
sce my wife who was within two feet of me 
with the children If this had Tasted any 
tine we must have been suffocated, but in 
about a couple of minutes it cleared, and col- 
leeting my household gods together, 1 ther 
started for the hills. How we passed through 
falling houses when we saw men struck down, 
sume stone dead, dthers maimed, is to me a 
mystery, but a merciiul Providence was over 
as, We wended our sad way as well as we 
could towards the Inils with the earth shak- 
mg, muking us stagger as drunken people, 
when a great cry went up to Heaven. The 
sea had retired; I hurried on and 1 had barely 
got to the outskirts of the town when I 
looked back and saw all the vessels in the 
bay carried ont irresistibly to sea, probably 
with a speed of 10 miles an hour, Ina few 
minutes the great outward current stopped, 
then arose a mighty wave, T should julge 
about 50 teet bigh, and came in with a fear- 
ful rush, carrying everything before it in its 
awful majesty; the whole of the shipping 
came bach with it, sometimes turning Ih, cir- 
cles, but all speeding on to inevitable doom. 
Meanwhile the wave had passed in, struck 
the mole into atoms, swillowed up my office 
aga giant’s mouthful, and roarmg on swal- 
lowed up thè Castum House, and rushing 
down the same street carried everything be- 
fore it in its irresistable course The remains 
of my dwelling-house disappeared faster 
than the chango of scence In Christmas Pan- 
tonime, my launches had long a ee 
peared and my rain was thus completed. 

w DESTRUCTION oF BHIP8. 


T stood breathless looking at the, awful 
sight, thanking God lite had been deal 
to me and my loved ones, but each second was 
a lifetime; looking seawards I aw the ae 
stili hurrying on to their doom, and in , ew 
minutes all was completed, Every sa w us 
aithor ashore or bottom upwards. The eru 
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y i an war steamer America lost abou 

fhe U, S. steamer Wateree escaped with the 
loss of one life; with a small draft of water. 
she was cariied hodily on the top of the sea 
and landed about w quarter of A Pile inshore 
of the railway track. The United States 
store ship Fredonia was bottom upwards, 
every soul on board perishel}; (extepting the 
captain, suygeon and paymaster, who were on 
shore and were saved.) ‘LheBritish bark 
Chanarcillo, of Liverpool, wag dying high up 
on the beach, the remains of ahul; half of 
her crew perished. An Athepivan bark, laden 
with guano, was swallowed up and bas not 
left a vestige to tell her fate. The last of the 
ill fated sqnadron, a Pepuyign* brig, was 
placed on the railway track, apparently with- 
out losing a rope or spit, Ou- What haa sitice 
happened it is needless to dwells for nearly 
two days we lay on the hills without cover- 
ing and without food, in a constant state of 
alarm, as the shocks of eaathquake were in- 
cessant. 

The United States Steamer Powhatan went 
south to Arica two days ago, and the Gov- 
ernment have forwarded stores and funds to 
reheve the present necessities of sufferers. Mr, 
Calderon has given a liberal donation, $50,0U0, 
and Mr. Meiges the railroad contractor, a 
similar sum in behalf of the thousands who 
have been thus suddenly and unexpectedly 
left destitute of all their possessions.

LATER AND FULLER PARTICULARS. 

The Anea correspondent of the Star and 
Herald gavs additional particulars of the de- 
struction of the ports of Chala, Islay, Malindo 
Ilo, as follows: 

DESTRUCTION OF CHALA. 

The steamship Sertiagy reports the almost 
total destruction of the port of Chala by an 
earthquake, which occured on the lèth inst, 
at ð p. M, the havuc continuing for about 45 
At the moment the steamer was 
abont to anchor, after a shock which was felt 
vey sensibly on board, the sea receded, part- 
ing the chain of the vessel and of the Cumpa- 
ny’s hulk at anchor in the roadstead, and 
then returned ata height of about 5U feet, 
covering the rocks about the anchorage and 
in the harbor and sweeping up inte the town 
for the distance of 1U0UU feet. The Custom 
House, Steamship Agency, Mole and every- 
thing within range was swept away by three 
successive seas preceded and followed by as 
many as twelve shocks of earthquake, each 
lasting froin three seconds to two minutes m 
duration. Great ereditis due to Mr. Donald- 
son, the third officer, and four of the crew of 
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Arica with supplies and to render all the as- 
sistance. possible to the sufferers, The steamer 
Union had been loaded with provisions, eten 
Jang despatched from Callaa by the Peruvian 
Government to render assistance to the des- 
‘titute along the coast; but owing to somè 
defect in her machinery phe was obliged to 
put back to port. : ree 
We haye to lament the death at, Aticn of 
Charles h. Worm, manager of the, Arica and 
Tacna railroad; and at Tauiqne that of Wm.

The British bark Done 
Henrietta was wrecked on the rocks at Junin; 
all hands saved; and the American bark 
Condor was lost at Mejillones; all the crew 
saved. 

The people of Iquique are said to be suier- 
ing terribly for want of water. The neigh- 
borhood is entirely void of fresh water and 
was solely dependent for a supply upon the 
condensing wurks situated close to the sea, 
which were washed away completely. 

The shock appears to have extended along 
the coast from Callao south to Cobija and 
was felt with about equal severity at these 
two pomts, while nearly all of the intermedi- 
ate ports are left in ruins How far inland 
the shock was felt is not yet known; but it 
is believed to have carried destruction far up 
into the Cuidilleras. 

EARTHQUAKE IN ECUADOR—A NUMBER OF 
CITIES Dey] ROVIED— THOUSANDS OF 
LIVES LOST, 
| Our Guayaquil correspondent, says the Star 
and Herald, under date of the 26th August, 
giving full particulars of the terrible ravages 
;eommnitted in Ecuador by the earthquake. 

1 We translate the following from his letter: 

On the 10th of the present month there 
occurred in the provinces of Pichincha and 
iimbabuia a tremendous earthquake, une- 
qualled in the history of Ecuador. The towns 
ot Lbarra, capital of the Province of Imba- 
bura, San Pablo, Atuntaqui, Fmantad, cte., 
are now m rams. Where Cotacachi was is 
now a lake. 

In Ibaua, Otovala and Cotocachi, almost 
the entire population has perished. {n Quito 
the earthquake and its effects have been pro- 
povtionately less, but the buildings are so 
much injured that the slightest movement wil 
throw them down.

In the town every stone or ce- 
ment wall is either demolished entirely or 
badly shaken Among other freaks of the 
earthquake an entire new quebrada has 
opened at Guerreros with a running spring at 
the buttum. -

the telegraph was dowi. Arricros report the 
shoek as having been fele very severely on 
the Pampa, the Co-alon of the Tambo de la 
Joya, in the midst of the desert, was demol- 
isbed. The course of the earthquake was 
from south to north, varied with repeated 
shocks from west to east, the difference in 
time of the occurrence between Islay and 
Chala, distance 145 miles, was about 10 min- 
utes. ‘The destruction was cnused similarly 
to that in Chala, by three successive seas, 
DESTRUCTION OF MALINDO AND 110. 

Malindo is the depot of supplies for the 
Arequipa railway. Provisions hoses and 
property of every description were completely 
swept away. 

At Ilo not a vestige of habitation of any 
kind is left, either at the port or in the town, 
which contained a population of 500 or more 
inhabitants What was not knocked down 
by the shock was swept away by the flood, 
attended with a loss of 20 lives. 

The Nineta, English sloop, belonging to A, 
Wellington of Valparaiso, is a total wreck. 
The Gambela, helonging to Gambeta Broth- 
ers, is also totally lost, as well as a schooner 
owned in Pisigua, aud the entire crews per- 
ished. ‘Che losses will reach to more than 
$100,060, only part of the marine property 
being insured. ° 

DESTRUCIION OF OTHER TOWNS—-LOSS

From the mining province of Juancavelion 
we learn that all the cities in that depart- 
ment have been destroyed. Cerro de Pasco 
is in rains, ‘The loss of life and property in 
the mining regions is reported very large.

Letters from Quito bring dates to the 19th, 
up to which time the eartquakes continued at 
intervals of a few hours.

some attribute it to the volcano of Agualongo, 
aud others to Cayambe. 

The news which was received in Guayaquil 
up to the sailing of the steamer had been for- 
warded under the influence of great fright, 
aud probably may not be quite correct. The 
next steamer will bring us fuller accounts, 
but they may be even worse, but in Quite 
nothing was known of the fate of the neigh- 
bormg towns either of Ecuador or Colombia. 

The venerable patriot Theodore Gomez de 
la Torre was saved in a most miraculous man- 
ner in Ibarra, where scarcely a soul was left 
alive, but he escaped sadly injured. His 
brother, was equally fortunate, but Don Jose 
Maria, their brother, perished with all his 
family. ¢ 

Senor Valensuela, Minister of Colombia, 
remains at Guayaquil, having resolved not to 
continue his journey to the interior at pres- 
ent. 

In Guayaquil the earthquake was felt at 
various times between the 18th and I6th, 
and another ata Jater date, but it did no 
damage, The first lasted 40 or 60 seconds, 
the direction being from cast to west, and 
the movement regular and slow. It is ex- 
pected that there bas been immense damage 
done im Esmeralda. 

In addition to the foregoing we have re- 
ceived the following items from another cor- 
respondent, written on board the Peru:

Bonaparte, it is said, was more agitated at 
this ctisis then when, a few moments before, 
he was so near being captured by the Rus- 

jsians. But as he saw those seventy squad- 
| rons come down on a plunging trot, pressing 
hard after the white plume of Murat, that 
streamed through the snow-storm far in front, 
n smile passed over his countenance, 

The earth groaned and trembled as they 
passed, and the sabers, above the dark angry 
| inass below, looked like the foam of the sea- 
| Wave, as it crests on the deep. The rattling 

of their armor, and the mulled thunder of 

their tread, drowned all the roar of battle, as 
| with firm, set array, and swift, steady mo- 
‘tion, they bore down with terrible front on 
the foc. 

The shock of that host was like a falling 
mountain, and the front line of the Russian 
army went down hke fiost before it, Then 
commenced a protracted fight of hand to 
hand, and sword to sword, as in the cavalry 
action at Eckmuhl. The clashing of steal 
was like the wringing of countless hammers, 
and horses and riders were bleuded in wild 
confusion together. Tho Russian reserve 
were ordered up, and on these Murat fell 
with his fierce horsemen, crushing and 
trampling them down by thousands. But 
the obstinate Russians disdained to fly, and 
rallied agnin and again, so that it was no 
longer cavalry charging on infantry, but 
squadrons of horse galloping through broken 
hosts that, gathering into knots, still dis- 
puted, with unparalleled bravery, the red and 
rent field. 

It was during this strango fight that Murat 
was seen to perform one of those desperste 
deeds for which he was so renowned, Excited 
to the highest pitch of passion by the obsta- 
cles that opposed him, he seemed endowed 
with ten-fold strength, and looked miore liko 
u superhuman being treading down helpless 
mortals, than an ordinary man, Amid the 
roar of artilery, and rattling of musketry, 
and failing of sabor-strokes like lightning 
about bim, that lofty white plume never once 
went down, while over and anon it was seen 
glaring through the smoke of battle, the star 
of hope to Napoleon, and showing that “his 
ngit arm” was still uplifted and striking for 
victory. 

Ile ragod like an unloosed lion amid the 
fue; and his eyes, always terrible in battle, 
burned with increased lustre, while his clear 
and steady voice, heard above the turmoil of 
strife, was worth more than a thousand trum- 
pets to cheer on his followers, At longth, 
seeing a knot of Russian soldiers that for a 
long time kept up a devouring fro of his 
ton; he wheeled his hafse and drove in full 
gallop upon thelr leveled muskets. A few of 
his guards, who never allowed that white 
plume to leave their sight, charged after him.

INDIANS THREATEN TO TAKE THE 
, TOWN, 


Next mail may bring us bloody news from La 
Paz. but we hope not. At latest aceounts the 
hostile Indians were reported to be about 25 
miles below the town, marching to attack it 
The citizens and some 70 or 80 Chimahueva In- 
dians were prepared to defend the place against 
the combined hostile force of Apache-\ umas. 
Apache-Mohavea, Yavapais, ete, All the fami- 
lies~some 40 in number--had moved into Ra- 
vena’s large store, pickets were placed ontside 
the town and the Chimahnevas were actively 
scouting the country and advising their white 
frieuds of the movements of the bostile savages, 
Beach's teams were at Tyson's well; Chenowth's 
train had left and was en rowe to Prescott; Mil- 
ler’s train was being loaded at La Pag, and Jake 
Miller intended to start out as soon as possible 
catch np with Beach's wagons and come on with 
them to Prescott. The situation ata Paz was 
anything but pleasant, and it is to be hoped that 
troops from Forts Yuma or Mohave were des- 
patched in time to help the citizens and their 
Indian allies to overawe or whip the recuaants.

“About eleven o'clock last night, the Seymour

Savinc oF Pyrives anp Rusty Gorp— 

An Exchange says; Allen Ohver, Esq., of

vented a machine fur saving sulphurets, and 

_ Tusty gold that will not amalgamate. A 

model has been constructed and is said to 
work “to a charm.” 


All such models do “work toa charm,” 
but not to a purpose. 


A New Gotp-savine Macurng, in the form 
of a combined amalgamator and concentrator, 
onexhibition by Messrs. Hinkle & North, was 
inadvertently omitted in vur report of this 
class of machinery. The amalgamator is in- 
tended to consist of two or more copper pans 
arranged in steps, the one above the other, 
across which the pulp fows,—a vibratory mo- 
tion being at the same time given to the pans 
lengthwise. ‘There are some 500 vibrations 
per minute,—the movement of each being on- 
ly about three-eighths of an inch. 

At the foot of each step isa reservoir for 
the quicksilver. Underneath the lower amal- 
gamator is arranged the concentrator, with a 
similar vibratory motion, caused in each case 
by means of an eccentric and two upright 
wooden springs attached to the framework 
of the machine. The suiphurets when con- 
centrated, are discharged into a box by the 
same automatic motion. It should be exam- 
ined by all quartz miners.—San Francisco 
Mining Press. 


Tin Mines in CoLorapo.—The standing 
hounty of the National Government for the 
discovery of a genuine and permanent deposit 
of tin,-has never been awarded. Colorado 
presents anew claimant ina vein which is 
thus spoken of: 

- “It is tin ore of the very richest kind—of 
the variety known in Cornwall as the ‘resin 
_ tin ore? He-—a Cornish visitor—says he 
never saw richer or more perfect ore raised in 
Cornwall. We have plenty of it. The Spicer 
Jode crops out for about three-eighths of a 
mile, and seéms to be 100 fect wide—all of 
the same kind of ore we send you. We are 
sinking a shaft as fast as possible, but we have 
not yet defined the crevice, but are taking out 
slathers of ore. The Eureka lode is trom eight 
to sixty feet wide, in a defined crevice—all of 
this kind of ore. This I believe is the first 
oxide of tin ore ever discovered in America. 
The tin'dré ‘discovered jn Missouri was sul- 
phate of tin’

following opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General, recently promulgated: 
_ “Held that certain horses and mules found 
in Washington, during the war, in the pos- 
session of an Army Sutler, marked witli tho 
U: S. brand and without ony other additional 
mark indicating that they had been duly sold 
by the Government, were to be regarded ag 
prima facie Government property;—the bur- 
den of proof, being, under the circumstances, 
thrown upon the party to establish p legal 
title.” 

It will be seen by the above that any per- 
son having in his possession a U, S., animal, 
which has not beon duly sold by the Govern: 
ment, is liable to have the same seized by any 
officer of the army. It therefore behoves all 
persons, to be prepared to furnish incontesta- 
ble proof of the legality of their title to the 
same.

this assertion and intrenches himself beltind 
the well known, stubborn fact that if it 18, 
the outside world don’t know it, In the 
next paragraph, however, he balances accounts 
by throwing in the dead weight that has 
been pressing us down, and still presses us 
down—the Indians, and we are not disposed 
to quarrel with him on this point. But when 
he says: “About one-fourth part of Arizona 
may be put down as fit for agriculture and 
grazing, about one-fourth a barren, sandy 
waste, about three-eighths is covered with 
lava from extinct volcanos, and about one- 
eighth may be put down as mineral, or where 
the bed rock is of primitive formation, and 
would by its appearance induce a miner to 
look for mineral,” we straightway take issue 
with him, and shall endeayor to prove to his 
unsophisticated mind that over one-half of 
the entire area of the Territory may be put 
down as eminently fitted for grazing and 
agriculture. To substantiate this assertion, 
we can find scores of men who will make oath 
that from the Colorado river to the Eastern 
boundary of the Territory, is a belt of coun- 
try over 300 miles in length by about 75 miles 
in width which is admirably adapted to graz- 
ing and agriculture, and, to add to its at- 
tiactions, nearly one-half of said belt of 
country is well-timbered, while more than 
the haif of it is well watered. 

He forgot to mention the fact, that the 
“desert part” is. in fact not a desert, for upon 
it nutritious grasses grow, and water is found 
at depths of from 50 to 100 feet. Again, 
“more than one-eighth” of the Terricory may 
be put down as mineral. Now, if he will but 
follow the mineral belt that runs through the 
heart of the Territory, for 300 miles, between 
the Colorado and Gila rivers, then cross the 
latter stream, travel over the rich and ex- 
tensive mineral country in Pima county, he 
will be apt to come to the conclusion that in 
dividing the Territory into mineral, grazing, 
agricultural and “sandy waste” patches, he 
was too partial to the “sandy waste,” and 
gave it entirely too much spread. We will

t FORMATION OF THE COLORADO RIVER.” 


“This great flow of conglomerate matter 
flattened out into a vast plain covering tbe 
primitive bed rock, also daming up the great 
Colorado river, thus forming an inland lake. 
After the lapse of time, the Colorado river 
broke over the dam, and as this conglomerate 
mass was not yet fully hardened, the river 
soon wore a channel through, and formed the 
great eanyon of the Colorado river. This 
theory is fully sustained by the evidence of 
one James White, who floated through the 
great canyon on a raft from the confluence of 
Grand river to Callville. White asserts that 
for at least 500 miles the Colorado river is 
confined in a canyon of perpendicular banks 
of dark conglomerate rock. For 200 miles 
below the confluence of Grand river with the 
Colorado, the banks are not very high in the 
immediate vicinity of the river, but slope off 
in benches until within three or five miles,

Mining—-New Processes. 


The San Francisco Alta andthe Mining and 
Scientific Press, also of San Francisco, are in 
high glee over a hew desulphurizing furnace, 
named the “Hogan,” and if it can do what its 
inventor claims for it, we do not blame them 
for feeling jubilant over the invention. It is 
said that gold and silver ores can be roasted 
in it, and thorough)y desulphurized at an ex- 
pense not exceeding one dollar ora dollar and 
a half per ton, usmg water—which is first 
converted into super-heated steam and then 
separated into its elemental gasses, oxygen 
and hydrogen—for the fuel, 

This is the very furnace needed in this part 
of Arizona, and should experience with itin 
California prove it to be what it is represent- 
ed, we are bound to have dozens of such fur- 
naces here before long. 

Messrs, Kustel and Hoffman, (says the 
Press) have adapted chlorination also to silver 
ores, by a combination of the Plattner & Pla- 
tera wet process—dissolving the chloride of 
gold out first by means of hot water, and the 
chloride of silver afterwards by a solution of 
hypo-sulphate of soda. 

This adaptation will be found especially 
useful where the ores contdin both gold and 
silver, The,method of proceedure is thus 
described : 


“The ore having been roasted, is treated 
by the Plattner gold chlorination process, as 
used ın numerous chlorination works in this 
State. The powder is moistened und put in- 
to a covered wooden tub or vat, mto the bot- 
tom of which chlorine gas, made-by mixing 
sulphuric acid, black oxide of manganese and 
common salt, 13 forced. This chlorine unites 
with the gold and forms a chloride which is 
soluble, und is leached out by Jetting water 
run through the ore. Sulphate of iron is ad- 
ded to the solution of chloride of guld, and 
the chlorine Jeaves the gold, which then be- 
ing reduced to a metallic state, becomes in- 
soluble, and falls to the bottom as a tine, dark- 
purple powder, which has only to be melted 
to turn mto a bright yellow bar. Mr. Kustel 
has found that by drawing off the chlorine 
from onc vat to another, instead of letting it 
escape after each change, as is the general cus- 
tom, he can chlorinize a ton of silver ore with 
three pounds of manganese instead of ten 
pounds, the asual quantity in gold chlorina- 
tion, and there is a proportionate saving of 
acid and salt. If there is any copper in the 
ore, it is leached out with the gold, and may 
be precipitated from the solution by throwing 
in pieces of iron. f 

The silver in the roasted ore is not soluble 
in cold water, and although it can be leached 
out by a hot solution of salt, yet as sixty- 
eight pounds of salt are required for one of 
silver, that process is so unprofitable that it is 
not used on this coast at all, and only on matt 
in Europe. But it can be leached out bya 
hypo-sulphite of soda, which is employed by 
Mr. Kustel, three-quarters of a pound of the 
salt being dissolved in a cubic foot of water, 
and two feet and two-thirds of the solution 
being employed to leach outa pound of silver. 
In leaching, the solution should stand six 
inches over the pulverized ore, which may be 
two feet deep, and be dripping down con-

The 
bar consists of three-fourths silyer and one- 
fourth matt, and the latter splits off when 
the hot bar is thrown into water. The matt 
contains from four to six per cent, of silver, 
and is crushed and roasted with the next lot

Several experiments tried on four tons of 
ore from the Rising Star mine at Owyhee, 
showed yields varying from three_tqsix per 
cont. less than the fire assay, and the bullion, 
which is .700 fine when amolgsmated in the 
barrel, was .957 fine by the Kustel process.

comparison of sixteen years of bbser'vation ` 
at Greenwich, nine yéars at Oxford, and six 
teen pan at Berlin, Mr. Harrigon, of Eng- 
land, has obtained results which are retharka- 
bly consistent with each other, and tyhi¢h in 
dicate that the moon exerts an appreciable in- 
fluence upon the terrestial temperature, the 
maximum occurring six or ning days atter the , 
new moon, and the minimum about four days, 
after the full, The difference between the 
maximum near the firat quarter and the midi- 
mum near the last quarter is two and a half 
degrees Farhenheit. ‘The results, which are 
so different from what might have been anti- 
cipated, Mr. Harrison explains by supposing 
that the moon really attains its greatest heat 
about the last quarter; but that the heat 
which the moon radiates to the earth is en- 
tirely dark heat, and therefore absorbed by 
our atmosphere. This heat raises the tem- 
perature of the air above the clouds, caus- 
ing incréased evaporation from their surface, 
by which they are dispersed, and thus there 
is an increased evaporation from theip sur- 
face, by which they are dispersed, and thus 
there is an increased radiation of terrestial 
heat to the sky, and consequently a diminu- 
tion in the temperature of the air near the 
ground. He supposes that opposite results 
must occur at the period of mininium beat in 
the moon. Upon extending the comparigon 
to forty-three years of observation at Green- 
wich, Mr, Harrison finds still a finetuation of 
temperature, but the range is reduced ta one: 
degree and one minute instead of two degrees: 
and five minutes, Mr. Ballat, on tabulating 
a series of seventy years mean daily temipera- 
ture, according to the moon’s age, found’ that 
the highest temperature occurred during the 
seven days after full moon, being almost pre- 
cisely opposite to the results of Mr. Harrison. 
Schiaparelia has made a careful se of 38 
years of observations, made at Vigirogno, 
near Milan, in Northern Italy, aud has attain- 
ed results which are also remarkably consist- 
ent with each other. They show that about 
the time of the last quarter of the moon therte 
isn maximum in the number of rainy days, 
as also in the frequency of storms, and in the 
degree of cloudiness. 

The Professor then oxbibited a table of re- 
sults, which he bad deduced from seven 
years’ observation, and drew the conclusion 
that the moon did effect the weather, and 
maintained in direct opposition to Professor 
Herschel, that the moon just before its full 
influenced the weather toward cloudiness 
rather than clearness, and followed the same 
law as the sun. 


Crimatio Ounrositizs.—The changes in 5 
country’s climate by settlement and cultivar 
tion of the goil often acem strange and incon- 
sistent. A letter from a Iate traveler in Ne- 
braska notes sume curious contrasts: Tt is a 
frequent subject of remark in the Ohio Valley, 
that settling the country, clearing, ditching 
the Jand, constantly makes it dryer; that old 
wells and springs nre drying up, and cach guc- 
ceeding summer branches run dry, which 
never did before. The French agriceltural 
report makes the same complaint, and calls 
no the government to stop the destruction 
of the forests, ns the means of preserving the 
ivers. But here, with settlement, exactly 
the reverse phenomena are presented, and the 
quantity of rain in western Nebraska and 
Kansas has doubled within the memory of 
man. Perhaps this is due somewhat to the 
trees planted on new farms, but Y think, also, 
that breaking up the sod allows it to absorb 
more moisture than it could in the prairie 
state, and in many instances turning } hun- 
dred acres of sod will renew an old spring. 
Fresh branches are starting in gullies which 
have been dry for hundreds, parting 'fidus-

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MORE INDIANS KILLED, 

Troop P Sth-{], S.Cavalry, Ligutenant Som; 
orby commanding, deserve well of the ‘Govern 
ment, and the citizens of Arizona, for telling 
blows recently inflicted, upon air sayage ene- 
mies, in this vicinity. On the morning of the 6th 
inst, the little troop, led by their gallant officer. 
and under the guidance of Mr, Ed. Peck, one of 
the best gnides in this part of Arizona, left.camp 
on the Agua Frio, and made for the divide bt- 
tween the-Ferdeand -Agna Frio. rivers, -They 
crossed Ash, creek, and strnek an Indian trail, 
over which'the oxen ‘and cows’ recently stolen 
front this, pla¢e.were driven. The commiind fol- 
lowed this-trail ags:far, east ag.the Verde, md 
found that the cattle had been duiven across the 
riyer, at a point near the mouth of the East Fork. 
As weeks hai elapsed since the cattle were stolen, 
it would, of conrse,.have done no good for them 
tago. further in that direction, ‘so they turned 
north and made for Camp Lincoln. On the way 
up they found several deserted rancherias, which 
had'been built within six months. Arriving at 
Camp Lincoln, they drew some rations and star- 
ted out tghin towards Black Mountain, and on 
Sunday morning Inst, while scouting throngh 
said mountain. they had the good fortune to meet, 
in a canyon, five full-grown, strapping iale In- 
dians. every one of whom they killed. After 
killing the five mot with near the month of the 
canyon, the little command dashed forward, but 
the cowards had sneaked off and hid, leaving 
bows, arrows, baskets, etc., behind them. There 
must have been a large band of Indians in the 
canyon at the time, as in going into the monn- 
tain from towards Granite creel, they made two 
large trails, The command then scouted through 
the mountain, and came ont at Postle’s ranch, 
where they rested, while Lientenant Somerby, 
Mr. Peck and some of the men came up to Fort 
Whipple for rations. From Postle’s ranch, they 
intend to strike towards the upper Verde and 
back to camp, hoping to fall in with the Apache- 
Yumas aganin. One of the five Indians fought 
bravely, and came very near putting arrows 
through sergeant Wortman and Mr. Peck. Ed 
says the Indian fired all his arrows at them, and 
when all were gone. bent his bow at them. Since 
September 8th, Lieut. Somerby and his little 
command of about 25 men have succeeded in 
killing 14 Indians and capturing 7. Pretty good, 
we should say. 


We have noticed and read the ‘leader’ of the 
Arizona Mixex of September 12. which we shall 
copy in our next issue Near the close of which 
Marion remarks: “We have spun this article 
out to a considerable length.”

(CORRESPONDENCE OF ARIZONA MINER.) 


Tresox, Sept. 26, 1868 

Eptror Arizoxa Mixer’ Iam pleased to see 
that you and your only ally. the Avizonian, are 
inclined to devote your energies to the develop- 
ment both of the resources and the wants of the 
Territory. God speed you, in either your sepa- 
rate or joint efforts to make known to the people 
of the United states the importance and the value 
of this hitherto terra incognita. Arizona. We 
bave been hitherto represented as ocenpying a 
country nat worthy the protection. of any one. 
Ned McGowan said that to take a diy goods 
box. fill it tull of sand, put a pile of stones in the 
center, planta cactns in one corner and puta 
thimble full of water in the other. and the map 
of Arizona was drawn. T don’t pretend to quote 
his precise words, but the above 1s the substance 
of his description. Other writers who bave only 
passed along its main lines of travel and that. 
through a hot country, where there is no winter, 
und who, from the dangers incident to then route 
baye been unable to go. either through fear or

This, for a population of nearly or quite two 
millions, to say nothing of the countless 
strangers who visit that city, it must be ad- 
mitted speaks but faintly in favor of horse- 
flesh as acceptable food even for Parisians, 
who eat frogs with a relish.

In reference to the 
sulyect, the following is communicated : The, 
mning Act provides for patencing veins, or 
lodes of quartz, or other rock in place, bear- 
ing gold, silver, cinuabar or copper, but fur- 
nishes no definition of the terms vem or lode. 
In geology and among miners they imply 
gererally to aggregatiun of metallic matter 
found in the fissures of the rocks which en- 
closes it, but are of great variety, veins differ- 
ing very much in their formation and appear- 
ance, Lode is a term in general use among 
the tin miners of Cornwall, in England, and 
introduced on the Pacific coast by emigiants 
fron the Cormsh mines, and signifies a fissure 
filled cither by metallic or earthy mattor, In 
Nevada the term ledge is usually employed in 
regulations concermng mines, and in Montana 
the terms lead, lode or ledge are similar! y 
use]. Ledge would seem to convey the idea 
of 2 layer of stratum of metal interposed be- 
tween a course or ridge of rocks. Veins 
may be cither sedimentary, plutonic or seg- 
tegated, or of infiltration or attrition, de- 
pending upon their peculiar formation, or the 
inode of occurrence of the metallic deposits. 
In California the aneient river channels, or 
what are supposed to be sueh, found in vari- 
ous mining districts, filled with a compact 
blue gravel rich in gold, are called the “blue 
lead,” and frequently m common parlance, 
the “blue vein.” Even the “shallow diggings” 
or placers, are sometimes found to occur 1n 
such regular layers or courses as to receive 
from the miners working them the names of 
veins or leads. There ts also another form 
of deposit of all or of some of the four metals 
mentioned m the mining Act, different from 
either of those mentioned above, called con- 
tact-deposit. European miners mention still 
others, called in England “Floors,” in Ger- 
many “Stockwerke,” and a form of deposit 
huown as “Fahlbands.” These latter are 
more properly speaking, ore bearing belts, ir- 
regular in their dimensions, but presenting a 
degree of parallelism with each other. Nei- 
ther is the mode of occurrence designated as 
“contact deposit” considered as a true vein or 
lode. In fact, if the question were raised, 
neither of the forms known as contact-de- 
posit, Fahlbauds, or segregated veins, could 
be accepted as true metalliferous veins. nor 
could 1t be made to appes: without expensive 
excavations, whether the metal in the mine 
for which a patent is applied for occurs in the 
form of a true vein or not. Hence we dis- 
cover that a very strict constiuction placed 
upon the terms used in the mining act, would 
exclude from its benefits a large class of 
cluims, even of the bianch of rock mining, 
from the impossibility of proving the metallic 
deposit to occur in the form of a true vein. 
But there is no reason for supposing that the 
terins were employed according to their stiict 
geological signification. The plain object of 


| the law is to dispose, fot money value, of the 


mineral lands of the United States, and if the 
claimant is willing to pay the price named in 
the Act itis clemly a matter of indiference 
to the Government whether the metal occuts 
in the form of a true or false vein, or whether 
in the form of avem atall There 1s certain- 
ly no public pohey tobe subserved by favor- 
ing one class of miners dnd cacluding others, 
nor has the Commissioner over heard any ren- 
son assigned why vein mines should be pat- 
ented, and otber deposits excluded from pat- 
ent, or any intimation expressed that such 
was the intention of the Act. Aniden may 
have prevailed at the time of the passage of 
the law that the placers were becuming ex- 
hausted, and that their claimants did not 
care about buying the land or obtaining pat- 
ents; or it may be that the act was drafted 
mainly in view of localities, where placer 
miming constitutes a very meonsiderable 
branch of the business compared to rocky 
mining, and hence the phraseology of the 
act seems to have more direct reference to 
yen mining than any other branch But 
whatever may be the canse of the pbrascol- 
ogy adopted, it is very evident to the mind 
of the Commussioner that no purpose or de- 
sign existed in the minds either of the fram- 
ers of the bull or the Congress that passed 1t, 
to exclude any class of miners that chose to 
avail themselves of its provisions. Consec- 
quently the law should receive tho most lb- 
eral construction that the language will ad- 
mit of, and every class of claims that, either 
according to serentific accuracy or popular 
usage, can bo-classed and applied for as a 
vein or lode may be patented under the law. 
It may be observed as an important point 
that no proof is required to establish the 
vein formation of the deposit, the law ovident- 
ly contemplating none. * lt requires the Bur- 
yeyor-Goneral to cet tify “to the character of 
the vein exposed ;” but that is understood 
to mem that the certificate should show 
whether the exposed vein contains gold, sil- 
ver, cinnabar or copper, as it would frequent- 
ly be impossible for the Surveyor-General,

The case being presonted in 
this form no proof is necessary to show that 
the deposit appears in the form of a vein, the 
phraseology of the act appepring to render it 
evident that the claimant was not to be put 
to the necessity of producing such proof; the 
evidence called for heing confined to the post- 
ing and publishing the necessary notices and 
diagrams; to proving tha local mining cuns- 
toms; the location of tho claim; possesory 
rights of the applicant, and the amount ex- 
pended in actual labor and improvements; 
which, being satisfactory, and the Surveyor- 
General having made proper survey and plat 
of the claim, with the required indorsements 
and certificates, a patent must issue to the 
applicant, 

No reason is perceived why a blue gravel 
Jead might not be presented in this form, both 
in the application and on the diagram and plat, 
and being presented, if the applicant is the 
bona fide holder of the claim, and itis clear 
of conthet, it will he patented to him with- 
out any proof being required as to the mode 
in which the deposit occurs, 

To conform to the language of the Act, 
however, the claim must call for so man y 
fect along the lead, and a given quantity of 
surface graund on one or both sides of the 
Bane.

Valley. On the way we passed through Mil- 
ler’s Valley, which, by the way, is one of the 
most beautiful spots in the mountains. The 
day yag fine; the sun shone down in all its 
splendor, and” we could not help contrasting 
the present appearance of the. country with 
that of,four years ago, when nothing but grass 
andi trées were, to be seen, Millers Valley, 
with its large fields of ripened corn, neat cot- 
tages and charming groves, is a sight worth 
Beeing, and we enjoyed it. On arriving at 
the Head, of, "Willow Creek Valley, we were 
taken al] aback af beholding the great chan- 
ges wrought by those enterprising farmers, 
David Osborn, John Simmons, Adam Scott, 
Lew. Alters, and others, since last we saw this 
end df ‘the valley, which was in the spring 
of *64,. Land that was then thought useless, 
has this year produced heavy crops of corn, 
vegetables, etc., thus exploding our early no- 
tions of the country. During the afternoon, 
we visited the homes of the ranchmen, and 
found them comfortably housed, and, to all 
appearance, in the enjoyment of prosperity. 


Next morning, bright and early, we started tributary of the Verde, and while some of 


down the valley, and soon arrived ut the 
ranchof A.C. Williamson, where we found 
everything in apple pie order, as usual. 
W. lns‘a large crop of corn, this year, some 
80 abits, and most of itis first rate, Him- 
self and nephew planted and attended to this 
Jarge.crop, besides-some eight or ten acres of 

rlen, containing potatoes and other vege- 
bids, Ho is havinga very large çorn-crib 
built out,of the very best lumber that could 
be procured here, During the forenoon we 
ojlled upon Mr. and Mrs. Stevens, and Mr. 

Jöhnson, and were kindly treated by then. 
Mr, Stevens showed us some of the finest and 
largest-cabbages and onions we have ever 
seen. Messrs. Williamson and Johnson showed 
ús domė'hèalthy' looking specimens of their 
petdto erbp. Every farmer in the valley has 
from two to five men employed, at from $65 
to $75 per month in gold. After partaking 
of, an excellent dinner at friend Williamson’s, 
we badeihim adios and struck over the bills 
to*Whipple Valley, on Ganite creek, arriving 
dt thie ranch of R. E. Farrington, the pioneer 
zanchman:pf the valley, and, we believe, of 
this section. We found Mr, and Mrs. F. at 
holné, and after looking at the improvements 
maie py his better half, started out to view his 
fields of corn, potatoes, etc. Rufus claims to 
have the best corn and potatoes in the valley, 
and from what we saw of them, his claim ap- 
ptis fo be a proper one. As soon as his po- 
tatpes are dug he will give us facts and fig- 
ures: which will astonish those who think 
Arizona is good for nothing. Taking leave 
of Mr, Farrington, we proceeded up the creek 
hottom, through a “forest of corn,” passing 
on the way, the houses and ranches of Mr. 
Alexander and C. E. Blake. We put up at 
Scott and Vincents, and in the evening, called 
upon Mr. and Mrs. Alexanderand Mr. Blake. 
Mr. Alexander has one of the best ranches in 
the walley, and a decidedly fine crop of corn. 
He has lately built two additions to his house, 
dnd’ has now plenty of house-room for his 
large family. Mr. Blake is an old, or rather 
young, bachelor, who devotes his leisure 
hours,to,his books. A great many men are 
employed by the ranchmen, among whom we 
néticed some of those who recently escaped 
with ‘their lives from‘ death at the hands of 
they astern Apaches, The country surround- 
ing;these two xalleys has been so often de- 
scribed, and its beauties so well known, we 
will content ourself by saying that it is de-

ONE MAN KILLED AND TWO WOUNDED. 


On ‘the first day of September last, a party 
of 14 men consisting of R. M, Davidson, R. 
0. Bean, Jas. Bell, E. D, McGravy, Jos. Re- 
voirs, James and Patrick Mellon, R. W. Doty, 
——- Stanly, Thomas Bonnett, antl four oth- 
ers, Whose names we have been unable to 


Arizona, to prospect thtt section of our Ter- 
ritory for deposits of the precious metals. The 
party was well'armed and provided with ani- 
mals. In due course of time they arrived at 
Zuni Villages; from thence, they struck 
southwest, crossed either the Mogollone or 
White Mountain ranges and descended into 
Apache land. On the south side of tho di- 
vide, they struck a river, which they followed 
for two days, when they arrived at an Indian 
village, and entered it,—the Indians profess- 
ing great friendship for them, After leaving 
the village, they had not proceeded far when 
the “ friendhes” bore down upon them trom 
every direction, with malice intent to kill 
the last one of them. R.C. Bean was shot 
and killed by an Indian, and Thomas Bonnett 
and another man were wounded. They fuught 
the Indians for two days and nights, and ıt is 
a miracle that any of them escaped totell the 
tale. On the third night, fog arose, and 
under cover of it, they left camp and retreated 
westward, leaving behind them everything 
but their guns, ammunition, and a httle pro- 
visions. 16 jacks, their extra clothing, near- 
ly all of their provisions, their tools, and 
other traps fell into the hands of the Indians. 
Their journey thence to the Rio Verde was 
one of great hardships and trials, having 
to live upon afew berrics picked up on the 
way. Tinally, they arrived at Clear creck, a

Mr. | devour, when, bang, bang, came a shower of 


bullets from a party of soldiers fiom Camp 
Lincoln who were down there gardening, and 
who mistooke the party for Indians, After 
some 50 or 60 rounds were fired at them by 
the soldiers, the party succeeded ın conyine- 
ing Uncle Samuel’s boys that they were not 
Indians, but the victims of Indians. The 
soldiers then took them to camp and treated 
them in the best possible manner. Word was 
sent to Camp Lincoln, and a wagon was im- 
mediately, despatched to carry the poor tel- 
lows to camp. From thence, Mr. Chapman 
brought them to the settlements, and they 
have now all gone to work for our farmers. 

Mr. Davidson, on behalf of the party, re- 
quests us to return thanks to Mr. Chapman, 
the officers, solders and citizens of Camp Lin- 
coln, and the citizens of Prescott and vicinity, 
for their kind and humane treatment of the 
party. 

Having some knowledge of Eastern Arizo- 
na and its Indians, we questioned Mr. David- 
son considerably, in order to find out what 
band of Apaches are guilty of this crime, 
but were unable to arrive at any con- 
clusion, although we think they must have 
been the White Mountain gentlemen, whom 
the Goverument has been feeding at Fort 
Goodwin for scveral years past. 


Union Paciric Rartroap, E. D.—A gen- 
tleman writing from Philadelphia, Pa., to a 
friend on the Colorado River m this Territory, 
says: “This enterprise ism the hands of hve 
men, and will be pushed through at an eaily 
day. Considerable work has been done on 
this end of the route. It is delayed for the 
present by the fulme of Congress to grant 
the subsidy. The bill for the purpose was 
not reached before the adjournment As 
soon as Congress incets again. I have no 
doubt the bill will become alaw. The com- 
pany will then open fire all along the line. 
I believe that is the intention. Thomas A. 
Scott, Vice President of the Pennsylvania 
Central Railroad Co. is one of the principal 
men in this enterprise.” 


Tne next Legislature, it is presumed, will 
convene at the Capital the third of next 
month. We have but two requests to make 
of it, that is, that it change the time of holding 
the District Court in this county, from May to 
April and from October to November or De- 
cember; also, that it increase the pay of wit- 
nesses and jurors.

The Wallapais. 


A short time ago it was announced in these 
columns that this wily tribe of Indians, who 
hav been » tetror to our people, were anx- 
ious for peace. At the time, we did not place 
much reliance upon their reported professions 
of peace, nor do we yet, Some of tho tribe, 
no doubt, wish for peace and free intercourse 
with the whites, but thair chief and captains 
monot disposed to abandon the fiee and 
bloody life they have been leading for the 
mote peaceful one of raising pumpkins and 
corn upon the Colorado river, although they 
have recontly been to Fort Mohave and pro- 
fessod their willingness, hereafter, to do the 
fair thing with their white biethren. 

The following eatiact fiom a private letter 
from a gentleman residing at Uardyville, on 
the Colorado river, throws considerable light 
upon the present standing of those Indians, 
and what they have recently been doing. We 
warn our people, as well as strangers travel- 
ing over the Prescott and Tmdy ville road, 
not to place too much rehance upon the honor 
or honesty of these savages, should they meet 
them on the way. They may be all night, 
but then it is best to look upon them wath 
suspicion and be ready, at all times to repel 
an attack from them, at least until they 
prove by their conduct that thy really mean 
to be good Indians in the future. The letter 
SAJ»: 

“The Wallapais have smely been in, for 1 
saw them myself, old Scheerum among the 
number. On the 7th inst, all but Sehecrum 
left ior the mountains. The Captain was to 
remain on the mer, not in continemcnt, bat 
on parole, and the guest of a Mohave Captain 
You can rest assured that he did not 1emain 
long, for no sooner was he out of sight of the 
military than he cut loose for his mountain 
home. They were on the river just long 
enough to gather a good supply of un cans, 
etc, for what purpose we all know Betwecn 
here and the first range of mountains they 
stopped and melted up the cans, secured the 
lead and traveled. $ 

While here one of them showed a paper, 
signed by Col. Wm. Redwood Price, which 
stated, in substance, that the Wallapns were 
to keep off of the main traveled road, and 
upon entermg any camp, would only remain 
until daik; that they would show where thi 
wood and water was, that they would look 
up lost amumals and take them to Camp Wil- 
low Grove. In fact, were to remain good In- 
dinns. 

Now comes the laugh. While these devils 
were in here another gang were at the Wail- 
lows and a fight ensued, which resulted in the 
death of one soldier and three Indians. 

Those papers will be the means of destroy- 
ing many a good man’s hfe, I am afiaid.”

chief, Cojachama, and bis biases, called at the 
reservation on thar way to La Pas and en- 
deavorcd to persuade the ied shins thire to 
murder the Agent and jom in a grand scheme 
of robbery. Tretaba, the head chicf on the 
Reservation, refused, and wamed the whites 
of thor danger. Cojackama and his band of 
thicves then came on to La Paz, mirelicd up 
In savage glee to Cole’s store and demanded 
four—they were refused. 

The above facts becoming known to the 
citizens of La Paz they almost unaninously 
f determined to wreak revenge on the copper 
demons for then many depredations, Only 0 
short while had elapsed since some of Cojach- 
amas band ambushed Mr. Win Brown inthe 
canyon known as Granite Wash, and mortil- 
ly wounded him. He died a few days altei- 
wards m greatagony  Gustavos Chenowth, 
[who was at La Paz with his tiain, took his 
brave boys, and joined the readents. Thy 
were then guided cautiously to the spot where 
the demons were encamped. Some two or 
thiee Chimahueva Indians led the advance. 
Precisely at 3 o’clock in tho morning the at- 
tack commenced. Cojachama, old Captain 
Jach, and ten more of this band were killed. 
Some 20 escaped, but all were undoubtedly 
wounded, as pools of blood were found by & 
pursuing paity. 

None of the citizens of La Paz olyected to 
the punishment meted out ‘to the Indians, 
save Manuel Revana, and he swore hhe a 
manne, although his squaw consort had foi- 
saken him—left him desulate—left Ins bed 
and board without cause or provocation, and 
Jomed ber tribe On the heels of this comes 
an order, to-night, from Governor McCormick 
to mrest all engaged in what he terms “an 
Indian murder.” ‘This odious and tyranni- 
cal “oider” caps the climax. ‘Lhe Governor 
of om Territory arresting free white men for 
lullig hostile Indians!”

Bad and frequent as the In- 
dian depredatigns are in Arizona, and great 
as the sufferings are of the bold and enter- 
prizing spirits that haye sought to develope 
the great resources of that Territory, they 
can expect no relief until the work of milita- 
ry reconstruction and radical domination at 
the South shall be completed, whena few 
regiments of cavalry, now stationed in those 
States, may -be transferred to auffering Ari- 
zona.

rocess for the Reduction 
of Rebellious Ores, 


es 
{From tho San Francisco Times.) 


; a groat interest manifested by the public 
A the Pacific Ore Company's operations at 
the Enterprise mine, near Cisco, with the 
Hagan Furnace, now in successful operation 
upon the sulphurets of that mine, led us to 
secure the services of a gentleman conversant 
with guch matters to visit that locality and 
make a critical and thorough investigation 
of the furnace, the mode of desulphurization 
and ffs economical and practical results, and 
report the same for publication. Tho vast 
Impoftance to the mining interests of this 
Coust, of the discovery of a process for the 
sure and economical reduction of the rich but 
rebelious sulphurct ores, which have hitherto 
resisted the efforts of the most skillful met- 
allumpists, 18 universally acknowledged, and 
gives unusual interest to the subject. The 
following is his report: 

Afer a close personal examination during 
three days of last week, of the working of 
furnice now in operation at the Enter prise 
ming situated six miles north of Cisco, on 
the Pacific Railroad, under the management 
of W. A. Wilhams, Esq., a thoroughly expe- 
rienced and practical quartz miner, your re- 
porter is enabled.to pronounce it a decided 
success, and to give such information con- 
cerning it as he thinks will lead others to the 
same conclusion. 

The Hagan process of desulphurization con- 
sistsin the application of superheated steam 
to a furnace for roasting ores, in such a man- 
ner ds to expel the sulphur, arsenic, antimony 
and other volatile substances, by the chemi- 
cal effects of heat combined with the gases 
resulting fiom the decomposition of the steam 
by hated carbon, leaving the gold free and 
in condition to be readily taken np by the 
quicksilver. 1t was discovered by Dr. Hagan, 
of Albany, New York, a chemist of some rep- 
utation, and was introduced here two or three 
years ago Several apparent failures have 
occured during that time, by the attempts of 
unskillful or incompetent persons to construct 
the furnace and apply the steam. The Pa- 
cific Ore Company, of this city, the present 
owners of the patent, have, however, con- 
structerl one or two of these furnaces in this 
State, and-worked them with success pror 
to the building of this one at the Enterprise 
mine, but without attracting much attention 
To make a test which should remove all 
doubts of its success and establish its claims 
to popular favor, the company commenced, 


‘late in the fall of last year, the construction 


of one of these furnaces at the mill uf the En- 
terprise company at their own expense and 
risk, the latter company agreeing to accept 


the same and pay fur constructing it, if it! 


should result in saving fifty per cent. more 
gold than the ordinary mill process. The 
deep snows and inclement weather of last 
winter, the inaccessibility of the mine to 
teams at all times. and various other causes, 
prevented the successful working of the fur- 
nace until a few weeks ago, when a decisive 
test was made by taking from the same pile 
of ore a tub of rock for the stamps and one 
for the furnace, alternately, until cach had 
twenty tons for trial The raw ore was first 
worked by the erdinary process for free gold, 
by an experienced amalgamator, ytelding a 
fraction less than $5 per ton and losing about 
two hundred pounds of quicksilver, The 
toasted ore was then crushed and amalgama- 
ted, yielding over $19 per ton and losmg be- 


‘tween three and four pounds of quicksilver. 


As this result was eminently satsisfactory to 
the Enterprise Company, and was more than 
a fulfillment of the contract, they cheerfully 
accepted the furnace and assumed the ex- 
pense of its construction. The ore of that 
mine being the most rebelhous known to ex- 
tin this State, this triumph 1s a complete 
victory over all classes ef sulphurct ores ex- 
isting in our mines. t 
The furnace in this case consists of a body 
of masonry twelve feet square at the foun- 
dation, and running up to the hight of twenty- 
four feet, tapering shghtly, with a stack or 
chimney rising from one corner to the hight 
of about twenty feet. In the centre, and two 
feet from the bottom, commences a round ore 
chamber, five feet and three inches in diame- 
ter, lined with fire-brick and msmg to the 
ight of twenty feet. This ore chamber is 
drawn tn gradually as it rises, to a diameter 
of four feet nine inches, and arched at the 
top to an opening two feet six inches in di- 
ameter, which is covered with a closely fit- 
ting cast-iron lid. Its capacity is estimated 
to be twenty-one tons, leaving a space at the 
top vacant for two flues which start from op- 
posite sides and about two feet below the 
lid, and run horizontally to the base of the 
chimney. These flues are about two feet 
high and one foot wide, constructed of com- 
mon brick, and each having a damper to close 
it, ncar tho chimney. At the base of the ore 
chamber arefour openings, one in cach side 
of the thick walls of mason-work, and being 
about two fect high by twoand a half wide. 
Two of these, on opposite sides, are used as 
fire-boxes for the application of the super- 
heated steam and the small quantity of fuel 
consumed. ‘The other two are for drawing 
out the roasted ore, and are fitted with iron 
doors for closing tightly. Tire nde or 
partitions, are constructed of tiles standing 
upright, three or four inches eS ig oe 
rate the fire-boxes from the ore chamber d 
srevent the ore from running into the re 
oxes, In the top of these AEU n 
placed the coiled of curved pipes in whict | z 
steam is heated.

paratively insignificant. Tho ‘super-heating 
Pipes are about 234 inches in diameter, with 
a three-quarter inch bore,-and possessing 
great strength. The small holes for the es- 
cape of the gases are-made so ag to direct the 
Jet forward between the ties, ayd into the ore 
chamber. In starting tle fire at’ first, a 
quantity of shavings and kindling are satura- 
ted with kerosene, and lighted, to, produce a 
quick fire, and the steam turned: on at once,, 
when it continues to burn without cessation, 
being sustained by the gases supptied by the 
decomposition of the steam. A% tiantity of 
fuel, however, is used, amounting to about 
one cord of wood in twenty-four hours, for 
the purpose of furnishing carbon to act in 
combination with the gases upon the ores, to 
more effectually secure the destruction of the 
base metals. Charcoal would perhaps be best 
for this purpose, the object being to provide 
a bed of live coals for the jets of gas to pass 
through on leaving the pipes—but wood an- 
swers the purpose very well, On throwing 
m wood it takes fire and blazes up until the 
air is excluded by closing the doors of the 
fire-box, when it continues to burn like a 
charred tire-brand until consumed. The es- 
cape of the steam through the pipes produces 
aloud hissing sound, which auggests the iden 
that the furnace has a powerful draught, but 
such is not the case, as the aris purposely 
excluded, and the smoke and fumes creep 
lazily out of the chimney. 

The sulphur of the ore readily takes fire at 
the bottom of the ore chamber, and in a few 
hours communicates it to the whole mass, 
which coutinues to burn with a cherry red 
heat until the sulphur, arsenic, antimony and 
other combustible matter is driven off in va- 
porand gases through the chimney. The 
super-heated ateam is decomposed by being 
discharged from the pipes into the bed of 
coals in the fire-box, the hydiogen being set 
free, and oxygen uniting with the carbon. 
The hydrogen burns up and thereby supplies 
the furnace with fuel for roasting the ores, 
and to some extent, unites with the sulphur, 
forming sulphuretted hydrogen gas. The 
oxygen having a greater affinity for heated 
earbon than for oxygen, unites with it, form- 
ing carbonic oxide and carbonic acid gases, 
which, in their highly heated state, form ox- 
ides, carbonates and sulphates with the base 
metals in the orc, after the latter has been 
rendered soft and friable by the action of the 
hydrogen. A portion of the oxygen unites 
also with a partion of the sulphur, forming 
suphurous acid which rises and passes off in 
Sufficient air finds its 
way into the furnace to furnish oxygen to 
unite with a portion of the hydrogen in com- 
bustion to form common steam which passes 
off through the chimney. An essential con- 
dition to the accomplishment of the desired 
result is that the super-heated steam shall 
be discharged mto the bed of coals without 
coming in contact with the air, hence the ex- 
clusion of the latter trom the furnace, except 
though the grate underneath the coals. Un- 
der such circumstances the air 1s decomposed 
by the fire, its oxygen being consumed by 
the combustion of the fuel and the hydrogen, 
and the nitrogen passing through the furnace 
unchanged. The heat produced in this fur- 
nace never reaches a high degree, consequent- 
ly no slag is produced by melting the silex 
in the ore, nor any matt by the melting of 
the metals. The heat, as we have already 
stated, is a cheri} red heat, andis maintained 
at that stage ly the use of the dampers, 
placed in the flues 

In working the furnace one engineer st- 
tends the tires of both the furnace and boil- 
ers, 16 being necessary only to sce that woud 
is supplied to the fire-boxes often enough to 
maimtain a bed of coals about the pipes where 
the steam escapes. After itis once filled and 
set agoing, it should be kept up night and 
day, without ceasing, as long as possible. Af- 
ter it has burned two or three days from the 
start the services of two men are required 
every twelve hours to withdraw one-sixth of 
the roasted ore from the bottom of the fur- 
nace, and fill in the same quantity of fresh 
ore at the top. This operation takes but a 
short time—less than an hour. It is effected 
by opening the ion doors of the discharges 
first on one sile and raking out some of the 
ore, then going to the opposite opening and 
repeating the operation, while water 1s thrown 
upon the hot ore that has heen withdrawn, 
to cool ıt so that the men can return und 
rake out more ore. Thus the men draw the 
ore from one side to the other until the de- 
sired quantity is withdrawn, when the doars 
are closed tightly und fastened securely until 
the next drawing. Before drawing out any 
ore, half a dozen or more iron rod sare driven 
between the upper side of the opening and 
an iron cross-bar,so as to project a few inches 
into the mass of ore in the chamber, and hold 
it up while that beneath is withdrawn. When 
tho drawing is finished these rods are with- 
drawn, so as to let the ore down to the bot- 
tom and make room for fresh oro at the top. 
The work of drawing the ore is severe and 
very warm while it Tasts, but a hose placed 
conveniently soon cools the burning ore and 
relieves the workmen, The filling is done by 
raising the iron lid which closes the top of 
the ore chamber, and raking in the ,raw ore 
which has been previously placed convenient- 
ly for that purpose. It occupies but a fow 
moments time and is attended with no incon- 
venience from the fumes of the burning ore, 
as they do not rise above the opening, but 
pass off through the fiues into the chimney, 
he lid being agdin put down is luted, or 
closed tightly, by covering with sand, so that 
no fumes escape. And here we may add, that 
none of the operations about the furnace are 
tenderet disagreeable by the sulphur, arsenic 
and other obnoxisus fumes from the burning 
ore, a8 they all puss off freely through the 
chimney stack and are dissipated in the at- 
mosphere above. This furnace, being of about 
twenty-one tons capacity, three and a half 
tons of roasted ore, as nearly as tho work- 
men can guess, are drawn out every twelve

it might be wherever desirable to have it so, 
the cost would be still further reduced. All 
ore has to be delivered at the stamps in pro- 
per size for crushing. The dolivery of the 
same ore at the top of the furnace, when the 
same 1s built on the side of a hill, and run- 
ning it through it in the manner described, 
before it reaches the stamps, cannot materi- 
ally increase the cost of fondling. Add to 
this the cost of fuel consumed, and the labor 
of two men to feed and discharge the furnace 
twice a day—-say one hour each time—and 
the cost will be found to come within the 
limits we have named. It requires no extra 
firemen, us we have stated before, and but 
little, steam; and the two men mentioned 
may be employed at other work about the 
mill four fifths of the time. No chemicals 
whatever nre used. Asan offset to the ex- 
pense of treating the ore with this furnace, 
we find that five stamps will crush as much 
roasted ore in a given time as fifteen will of 
the raw ore, and instead of wearing out the 
battery rapidly, only gives it a good polish, 
Further still, the gold amalgamates more 
readily, and the cost of quicksilver is appa- 
rently nothing. No sulphurets have to be 
concentrated, because they are all destroyed 
by the furnace. The Enterprise ore contains 
molybdenum, which is indestructable by fire, 
and of course passes oft with the sand of the 
tailings, The roasting of the ore does not 
leave a coating on the gold, which prevents 
its amalgamation, as is shown by the fact that 
copper plates in the battery collect an unusu- 
al proportion of the gold obtained. 

The practical result at this mine, as al- 
ready stated, is a yield of 400 per cent. above 
the ordinary process, As the Enterprise ore 
is the worst in the country to reduce, it is 
safe to assume that the furnace will not be 
less successful with other sulphuret ores. In 
fact, the process has been already tried upon 
many different classes of sulphurets with per- 
fect success in every case; and the proprie- 
tore of the patent do not hesitate to claim a 
victory over all. Mr, Williams, the Enter- 
prise Company’s efficient Superintendent 
thinks that ores should contain at least two 
per cent. of sulphurets to afford sulphur 
enough to maintain combustion and produce 
the chemical combinations necessary to effect 
complete desulphuration. This, however, is 
merely an opinion, and probably ore contain- 
ing less sulphurets may be thus treated with 
success, by mixing fuel with the ore to aid 
combustion. At all events any ore would be 
made more friable and easier worked in the 
mill by the roasting. There is no strong 
draft to this furnace to carry off the light 
particles of gold, and the heat is never suffi- 
cient to volatize either gold or silver, It is 
equally beneficial in the reduction of silver 
sulphurets, The cost of constructing such a 
furnace m ordinary localities, will be about 
$2,000 to which must be added the royalty 
demanded by the owners of the patent. A 
larger one would cost proportionately less. 
The Enterprise ore is roasted three days, but 
Mr. Williams thinks two days sufficient. Tho 
writer formed the opinion from his observa- 
tion, that by reducing the ore to egg size, it 
may be fully treated in twenty-four hours, as 
some of the Enterprise ore came from the 
furnace in lumps so large as to require break- 
ing before they could be fed to to the stamps, 
It is only necessary that sufficient spaco 
should be left to permit the passage of the 
gases up through the ore to the chimney, 
The whole process is remarkable for its sim- 
plicity, yet experience will doubtless suggest 
many improvements in the future. We went 
to inspect its operation filled with doubts 
suggested by chemistry and practical expe- 
rience in mining, and came away thoroughly 
converted, Whatever objections science may 
raise against this process, must give way to 
actual results such as wo witnessed, Spaca 
forbids indulgence in the expression of nny 
sanguine estimates wo might make of the 
immenso importanco of this discovery, and 
its probable effect upon the future prosperity 
of the mining interests of the country. Our

from a distant region under the gitidance of 
a ruler who afterwards left us and returned. 
We have ever believed that some day his de- 
cendants would return and resume dotninion 
over us. Inasmuch as you are from that di- 
rection, which is toward the rising of theaun, 
and serve so great a king as you describe, we 
believe that he ts also our natural lord, and, 
are ready to submit ourselves to him,” 

The gloomy words of Nezahualcoyotl, a 
former prince of Tezeuco, foretelling the ‘ar- 
rival of white and bearded men from the 
east, who would wrest the power from the 
hands of the rightful rulers and destroy in a 
day the edifice of centuries, were ringing in 
his ears. But they were not so gloomy to 
the minds of his down-trodden subjects, for 
that day was to liberate them from the thralla 
of servitude. Therefore when they first be- 
held the fair complexioned Spaniards, they 
rushed into the water to embrace the prows 
of their vessels, and despatched messengers 
throughout the land to proclaim the return 
of Quetzalcoatl. 

The noble Mexican was not alone in his 
presentiments. When Hernando de Soto on 
landing in Peru first met the Inca Huascar, 
the latter related an ancient prophecy whic 
his father, Huayna Cabac, had repeated on 
his dying bed, that in the reign of the thir- 
teenth Inca, white men (viracoshas) of sur- 
passing strength and valor would come from 
their father the Sun, and subject to their rule 
the nations of the world. “I command you,” 
said the dying monarch, “to yield them hom- 
age and obedience, for they will be of 3 na- 
ture superior to ours.” The natives of Haiti 
told Columbus of similar predictions long an- 
terior to his arrival. 

When the name of Quetzacoatl was no 
longer heard from the teocalli of Cholula, 
that of Montezuma took its place. From 
ocean to ocean, and from the river Gila te the 
Nicaragua lake, nearly every aboriginal na- 
tion still cherishes the memory of Montezuma 
not as the last unfortunate ruler of a van- 
quished state, but as the prince of their 
golden era, their Saturnian age, lord of the 
winds and waters, and founder of their insti- 
tutions. When, in the depth of the tropical 
forests, the antiquary disinters some statue 
of earnest mien, the natives whisper one to 
another, “Montezuma! Montezuma!” In the 
legends of New Mexico he is the founder of 
the pueblos, and intrusted to their guardian- 
ship the sacred fire. Departing, he planted 
a tree, and bade them watch it well, for when 
that tree should fall and the fire die out, then 
he would return from the far Hast, and lead 
his loyal people to victory and power. When 
the present generation saw their land glide, 
mile by mile, into the rapacious hands of the 
Yankees—when new and strange diseases 
desolated their homes—finally, when in 1846 
the sacred tree was prostrated, and the guar- 
dian of the holy fire was found dead on ‘its 
cold ashes, thon they thought the hour of dè- 
liverance had come, and every morning at 
earliest dawn a watcher mounted the house- 
tops,and gazed long and anxiously in the light- 
ening enst, hoping to desery the noble form 
of Montezuma advancing through the morn- 
ing beams at the head of a conqueritig army.

After managing to got the ‘wounded soldier 
upon an, animal, the party retreated, (Mr. 
Lennon hdlding. Mr, Bowerg in the saddle, and 
the soldieis doing the same thing for’ their 
woundéd comrade, )-follawed for a mile and a 
half byabout sixty yelling, fiendish red-skins. 
They soon met, Licut. Derby and about twen- 
ty men, who were coming to Fort Whipple 
with some wagons. The wounded men were 
placed in the wagons, and all returned to 
‘Camp Lincoln. Mr. Lennon, Lt: Derby and 
seyen' soldiers started for Prescott the same 
evening and arrived here early in the week. 
In this fight the Indians captured a mule, 
a Sponcer gun, two revolyers and a lot of 
amunjtion. © 

Wednesday night last, as Augustus Begole 
and B. F. Thompson were hauling timber 
from thé woods to the ranch of Banning & 
Bogole, situate about three-fourths of a mile 
south of Prescott, they were attacked by a 
large party of Indians, who lay hid in the 
rocks, and who let the men and their wagon 
pass them before attacking them, which they 
did with guns, bows and arrows and unearth- 
ly yells, Mr. Thompson, after fighting 
bravely, was killed by the savages, and Mr. 
Begole was wounded severely in the shoulder. 
After firing all the shots out of his revolver, 
Mr, Begole ran tothe house, got his rifle 
and prevented the savages from taking the 
team. The body of Mr. Thompson was not 
found until next morning, although our citi- 
zens hunted for it during the night, m every 
direction. When found it was stripped of 
all clothing, and was immediately baried. 

On Tuesday night last, they stole 2 horses 
from within 20 steps of the door of D. Os- 
born, of Willow Valley, making six which 
they have stolen from him since Spring. We

While riding along the road, near Ash Creek, 
they were waylaid and fired’ into by a large 
band of Indians. when Mr. Gibson received 
four large bullets in his arm, and two im the 
right breast. A bullet passed through Mr. 
Melvin's boot leg, and he, having so miracu- 
lonsly escaped unhurt, held his friend Gibson 
on the’saddle, while they retreated towards 
the Agua Frio, pursued by the murderers. 
When shot at, Mr. Gibson, tried to take his 
shot-gun out of the gun-leather on the pum- 
mel.of his saddle, but a rope by which he 
was leading a pack-mule, was fastened to the 
pummel, 4nd in order to facilitate matters, he 
pulled his knife, cut the rope and leather, 
when, unfortunately, the gun dropped to the 
carth and both it and the mule fell into the 
hads of the Indians. On reaching Willow 
Springs, Gibson, from loss of Blood, became 
tod faint fo ride further, and Melvin was 
forced ta leave bim and ride to the ranches 
for assistance. A wagor'was soon in readi- 
ness, went out and‘ hauled him to his home. 
Sunday night, Messrs, Banghart, Lount and 
others started from town for Gibson's ranch, 
and brought him to Fort Whipple ‘Hospital, 
where he now lies. This is the second time, 
within the-past few years, that Mr. Gibson 
has-been attacked by Indians. 
Sunday last, about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon, as Josiah’ Whitcomb,’ Wm. King and 
Ii  Boblétt were coming to Prescott, from 
tale oles at the 'l'oll-Gate, and when near 
Burnt Ranch, about four miles from this place, 
fire vas opened upon them from both sides of 
the road, when'Mr. Whitcomb was shot dend, 
‘tnd. Mr, King, while in the act of firing at 
the savages, received a severe bullet wound 
inthe left leg. Mr, Boblett, wha rode on the 
beat along ‘side of Mr. Whitcomb, escaped 
withdut néctatth.

Perhaps, after hundreds more of 
our citizens lose their lives in the unequal 
combat, and after thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property is stolen and destroyed, Govern- 
ment may send a fez more companies of sol- 
diers to help the few already here to carry on 
a miserable, abortive war,—a war in which 
victory cannot be achieved, ner honor gained 
by the soldiers engaged ın it, for the simple 
reason that they are and will, for some time 
to come, be too few in numbers to hunt down 
and whip the thousands of Nomads scattered 
over the vast extent of country that comprises 
Arizona. The Peace Commission, Treaty- 
making, penny-wise and pound foolish policy 
of the Government will never bring us that 


citizens will have to defend themselves, as it 
is useless to depend longer upon Government 
to protect us. 

Some of our citizens think that the few 
soldiers now in the Territory ought to have 
done better in the way of killing Indians, 
and, perhaps they are right, but, supposing 
a hundred more had been killed, it would not 
make matters much better, as there are thou- 
sands of tem here who need killing, but who, 
we fear, will live a long time if they wait un- 
til soldiers take their lives. The fact is, ten 
thousand soldiers, principally cavalry, are 
wanted in Arizona, for about two years, to 
kill Indians, then, after that time, the work 
of the Peace Commissions and sleek 
Indjan Agents may commence. Until then, 
he who prates about reservations and treaties 
is bither a knave or a fool. Give to the citi- 
zens of this Territory an amount of money 
equal to that which bas been spent upon the 
La Paz reservation and at Camp Goodwin, and 
they will soon reconstruct all Indian rebels.

Hardyville, at a cost of aboat $30,000. Dur- 
ing the erection of the mill, they had a large 
force at work upon the mine, and succeeded 
in running a tunnel between two and three 
hundred feet, striking the main ledge at a 
depth of about cighty feet.

It has two classes of land, one agricultural, 
` to be disposed of at the legal minimum price 
per aore, under the pre-emption, or for mainly 
t labor consideration under the Homestea 
Law; the others at $5 per acre under the 
Mining Statute; and it is disposed of as rap- 
idly as circumstances will allow. 

You speak of the Hardship of permitting 
miners to go upon land which agricultural 
settlers have bought, and dig up their 
orchards, gardens and grass lands, 
and rob them of their titles. You do not 
state upon what class of lands such trespasses 
have been commited; whether upon mineral 
or farming lands; whether upon lands sub- 
ject to settlement under the preemption or 
homestead laws, or upon those subject to oc- 
cupation only as mining lands. 

if the land was bought from the United 
States, it is sufficient to say that no one, 
whether miner or another person, has a right 
to trespass upon it in that’ or any other way ; 
nor can a settler be robbed of any title he 
hag obtained from the United States. You 
probably have reference to the purchase of 
the possessory claim of a prior settler upo 
unsurveyed land; but, even then, the fact o 
having orchards on it as agricultural, 
would’ seem to imply that the settlement 
must have existed July 26, 1866, when the 
Mining Law was passed, and in that case, 
would be protected under the 10th section of 
that act, if the land is really agricultural and 
more valuable for farming than for mining 
purposes; and no miner could legally disturb 
the settler in his possession. 

The question to be determined is whether 
the land is most valuable for mining or for 
farming purposes. If the former, it belongs 
to the class called “Mineral Lands,” and is 
not subject to settlement as agricultural; 
and it would not be in the power of this of- 
fice to protect such a settler on it, for the 
reason that his settlement would not have 
the sanction of any statute. A settlement in 
Oalifornia upon surveyed land, more valuable 
for farming than for mining, is good under 
the 11th section of the Mining Act, and the 
settler may complete his title either under 
the preemption or the homestead laws. 

A setilement upon unsurveyed agricultural 
lands, made before July 26, 1866, is protected 
by the 10th section of the Mining Act, and 
the rights of the settler must be respected. 
When a question arises between a settler and 
a miner ad to whether a particular tract of 
land is more valuable for farming or for mi- 

' ning, tlie farmer necessarily has the, advan- 
tage of the miner in this, that before the lat- 
ter can interfere with him, he must prove the 
Jand to be more valuable for mining than for 
farming, a matter frequentty impossible with- 
out expensive excavations, whilst, on the 
other hand, the farming qualities of the land 
are found upon the surface, and are easily es- 
tablished. 

The proof qf mineral wealth can usually be 
furnished only at the expense of removing the 
surface, and if a miner does not wish to incur 
this expense, the agricultural settler cannot 
legally, be disturbed, if he took the precau- 
tion not to make a settlement upon land pal-

The water 
there is near six hundred fathoms deep, and 
at an unknown distance beneath the bottom 
repose the hapless Lisbonese. This Lisbon 
earthquake, Humboldt estimates, affected a 
portion of the earth four times as large as 
Europe, and was felt in the Alps, on the 
coasts of Sweden, in the West Indies, on 
Lake Ontario, and along the coast of Massa- 
chusetts, 

In 1811, the earthquakes on the Mississippi, 
severest at New Madrid, Missouri, shook the 
ground for many days, and alternately raised 
and depressed it here and there, the latter 
sections forming a section called the sunken 
country to this day. . 

On the 26th March, 1812, a violent thun- 
der storm, with incessant flashes, was ob- 
served by the people of New Madrid, and at 
the same time the city of Carracas, in South 
America, was laid in ‘ruins, twelve thousand 
of its people perishing. 

The great eruption of Vesuvius, in 1857, 
with accompanying earthquakes, will also be 
remembered as leading to an immense destruc- 
tion of human life, variously estimated at

In 1858, June 19th, the valley of Mexico 
was also devastated by one of these visita- 
tions, demolishing houses throughout its

SPEECH OF 
MAJOR-GEN. THOMAS EWING, 
OF KANSAS, 

At Cooper Institute, New York, 


July 4th, 1868, 


Mn. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE 
Convention :— I heartily thank you for the 
honor of being called upon to address this 
assemblage of soldiers and sailore—the larg- 
est ever gathered on the continent since the 
grand review in Washington, at the close of 
of the war of the victorious armies of the 
Potomac, of the Tennessee, and of Georgia. 
Of the comrades who separated then, and 
Went each to his home and civic occupation, 
almost every regiment has here its represen- 
tative. Why have we seldiers and sailors, 
who are proud of our service for the Union, 
assembled here in delegate convention to 
plan the overthrow of that political part 
which administered the Government throug 
the war, and the defeat for the Presidency 
of him who was erst the legder of the Union 
armies? [Applause.] Wath your indulgence, 
I will endeavor briefly to give the reasons’ 
for our meeting and for our intended action. 
[Cries of “ Go on.”} 


THE WAE OLOSED. 

On the 4th of July, three years ago, the 
war Yor the suppression of the rebellion had 
wholly ended. General Lee had surrender- 
ed to General Grant and the Army of North- 
ern Virginia and its officers and men were 

lowing the fields of the Old Dominion, 

renched with the blood and scorched with 
the fires of four years of devastating war. Joe 
Johnston had surrendered to Sherman lap 
plause] the daring and stubborn troops whic 
onr Western army had driven inch by inch 
from Belmont to Raleigh ; and Selby’s fron- 
tier commund was scattered over the hemis- 

here from Montana to Brazil. [Laughter.| 

‘here was not m arms a Confederate soldisr, 
mounted or on foot ; nota dockyard, fort, or 
arsenal, in which there was a rebel ship, can- 
non or musket; not a rood of land on earth, 
or a foot of deck on sea, over which a Con- 
federate banner waved. ‘The last rebel pri- 
vateers were being dragged for condemns- 
tion from the Indian Ocean and the North 
Pacific. (Applause.] Never was there a re- 
bellion more utterly overthrown, or a cause 
more hopelessly lost. 


GOOD CONDUCT OF THE SOUTHERN PEOPLE 


The people of the Southern States, with 
wonderful promptness, quiet, and unanimity 
submitted to the result You all know it 
was commonly predicted and believed North 
and South, that when the great armies of the 
Confederacy were conquered, dispersing, 
they would fll the land with guerillas and 
wage a Vendean warfare, more destructive 
ead irrepressible than the regular war out of 
which it grew. But this prediction was not 
in the smallest Geers verified. Within 
sixty days after the last great battle of the 
war, the Federal marshals and tax-gatherers 
executed their processes unarmed and unat- 
tended throughout the Southern States, in 
the jungles lately swarming with guerrillas, 
aod over fields lately shaken with the roar of 
rebel artillery. The whole people of the 
Bouth bowed to the authoniy of the nation, 
with hearta ın which, as they are human, 
there were yet doubtless revenges and sor- 
rows, humiliations and bereavementa, and 
undying attachments to the cause they had 
dearly loved and bravely maintained, but 
which yielded implicitly all that the people, 
the Proaident, or the war party bad ever 
told them were the purposes of the war. And 
by the Constitutional conventions and Leg- 
islatures, chosen by the electors of the South- 
ern States tho year the rebellion ended, their 
several Constitutions and their Btate laws 
wore amended, abolishing slavery and the 
harsh codes founded on it, abandoning the 
doctrine of secession, repudiating the rebel 
debt, recognizing the national debt, and, in 
short, giving every guaranty which men 
could give, that 10 a spirit of concord they 
recognized and accepted, as accomplished, 
every avowed object of the war. 

THE DUTY OF THE REPUBLIOANB, 


ow the Republican party was bound in 
royalty, honor, and good conscience to accept 
this submission, and at once restore the 
Union by admittmg the Southern Btates to 
representation, 80 far a8 they presented Sena- 
tors and Representatives peisonally qualified, 
dApplause.] It was bound to do it out of 
obedience to the Constitution, in the sacred 
namo of which tho war was waged, aud which, 
while allowing each House to judge of | the 
qualifications of its own members, prohibits 
the exclusion from representation of any 
State as a Slate, And ıt was bound to do 1t, 
because the war was avowedly waged for the 
sole purpose of effecting the unconditional 
restoration of the Union, immediately upon 
the unconditional submission of the Southern 
people, through amendments of their Oon- 
atitutions and laws, to the national authority. 
Said Sherman to the South, in his Atlanta 
letter: ‘We don’t want your negroes or your 
horses, yourghouses or your lands, or a 
thing you have ; we only want, and wi ; ve, 
a just obedience to the ČConslitulon and fan 
the United States.”

It recollected that be bre the war 
it was a minority party, and came into power, 
in 1861, tbrough & division of the Democratic 
party, by much lesk than half the Popular 
vote, at, with the prestige and moral 
power resulting from a successful prosecution 
of the war, and a prompt and cordial rebtora- 
tion of the Union, it could have retained 
power until this generation of voters had 
forgotten the anti-war 
‘ollies of the Democratic party. But it took 
counsel of its fears, doubted its own destiny, 
forgot the inextinguishable love m the hearts 
of the Northern people for the Constitution 
and tha Union, and, therefore, refused to 
take what the war was alone waged to get—a 
prompt and cordial pacification and reunion 
under the Constitution. It did this in the 
vain hope of controlling the Southern States, 
by making voters of the negroes, and pro- 
scribing all the intelligent white men, whom 
Congress and the Freedmen’s Bureau could 
not bribe, or coax, or kick, or cuff into Re- 
or ag But while destroying the ten 
uthern States, and building in their stead 
ten rotten boroughs, to be represented in 
Congress in the interests of the Northern 
Radicals, by white adventurers and plantation 
negroes, the party is losing its strong hold on 
the Worthern States—and, like the dog in the 
fable, drops the substance to snatch at the 

shadow. TTaughter and applause ] 


THE FIRST WRONG STEPS. 


The first step toward postponing reunion 
until the Southern States could be subjugated 
by the Radical party was the offer, ın 1866, of 
the Constitutional Amendment. It contained 
declarations of the resulta of the war, whioh 
the Southern States had already inserted ım 
their Constitutions and codes under the advice 
of President Johnson, and to which they free- 
ly assented ; and an alternative of negro suf- 
frage or reduction of representation, and also 
separ tent additions to the power of the Fed- 
eral Government, to which they would have 
assented reluctantly for the sake of reunion. 
But, inseparably coupled with these, and 
making with them one proposition, which 
had to be accepted or rejected as g whole 
was the clause ot disfranchisemont, which 
they could not accept without dishonor. It 
disqualified from holding any office, petty or 
exalted, State or Federal, in effect, every man 
who was of age when the war broke out and 
was fit to hold any office. So sweeping was the 
proposed proscription that after ıt was adopt- 
ed into thé reconstruction acts Generals 
Meade, Schofield and Oanby successively re- 
ported that ıt was impossible to admunister 
the government of the Southern States while 
enforcing it, because, in many communities, 
there was really not 8 man fit to hold any 
office who“vas not disqualified by it, The 
Southern people did as the Radical leaders 
wished and knew they would—rejected the 
amendment. They acted lıke men ın doing 
so, {Applause. | t us ask ourselves, gen: 
tlemen, whether, ıf the North had rebelled 
and had been conquered, and the South bad 
offered us re-union on condition that we 
should ourselves vote to disfranchise and de- 
grade every Northern man who could réad 
and write and cipher to the rule of three, as 

unishment for the rebellion in which all 

ad participated, and to commit the Govern- 
ment and destinies of our States to the hands 
of only the most ignorant of our people, or 
to the camp-followe:s ot the conquering 
army, we would have voted for our own dis- 
grace and disfranchisement? [Vvices, “No 
no.”} No people who are fit to be free ‘would 
thus with thew own hands put on their own 
necks the yoke of pus slavery. [Great 
applause] And so from the rejection of 
that clause, and the proposed amendment of 
the Constitution with which ıt was insepara- 
bly connected, baing a just cause of complaint 
against the Southern people, they would 
have merited the scorn and contempt of all 
high-minded men had they accepted it. ~ 

But the amendment served 1ts purpose in 
the campaign of 1866. It was, to the care- 
less or superficial observer, an effort ın good 
faith by the Radical purty to effect reunion. 
The Suuthern Legislatures unanimously and 
promptly, but respectfully, declared that 
they could not accept 16, and were, therefore, 
violently denounced by the Radical press and 
orators as still defiant and rebellious. Just 
then the most mischievous men of both par- 
ties in New Orleans contrived to bring on a 
bloody riot, and the Radicals rode the tem- 
pest it created and swept the North. 

Since then, with three-fourths of both 
Houses of Congress on their side, and ani- 
mated by a thorough contempt of the Con- 
stitution, the Radical party hus been omnip- 
otent. It has protracted disunion nearly as 
long as the rebels did, and done more to de- 
stroy our form of Government than all tho 


parties that ever controlled its destines, 


DISUNION PROCLAIMED. 


On the 8th of July, 1863, in a debate in the 
House of Representatives, old Thad. Stevens 
[hisses] bluntly aud boldly announced the 
doctrine that the Southern States were not 
States of the Union, and that Congress could 
legislate over them 25 over cunquered terri- 
tory. If this doctrine be true, it is because 
the acta of secession were constitutional, and 
in legal effect took the States out of the 
Tnion—that is, that under the Constitution, 
the States had a right to secede, and, thero- 
fore, the United-States had no right to make 
war on them for seceding. This rebel doo- 
trine, when thus announced by Stevens, was 
violently assailed by Owen Lovejoy, and 
other fierco Radicals of the House, und ropu- 
diated m the name of the war party. PE 

In the year following, in the Nation 
Union Convention at Balumore, Stevens 
again proclaimed this doctrine, declaring 
that Tennessee was But a subject provinco, 
and Andrew Johnson an alien enemy. But 
the Convintion contemptuously repudiated 
his theory, and gave emphasis to its declara- 
tion by nominating Mr. Johnson for Vico 
President, aid endoramg Mr. Lineoln’s re- 
onstruction policy. All this, however, wng 
while the war was goue on, and while Ki - 
diers were being ċalied for to fight in tho 
holy dausé of the Constitution and the Union, 
and not for conquest.

uered territory of those guaranties of life, 
liberty and property which the Constitution 
extends tọ citizens and ahens alike on every 
foot of ground within the jurisdiotion of the 
United Btates—the right of exemption trom 
punishment by ex post facto laws; the liberty 
of speech and of the press; the right to keep 
and bear arms ; the right to be free from un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, and from 
deprivation of life, liberty or property with- 
out due process of law ; the right of trial by 
jury; and, above all, the puvilegoo! the wrat — 
of habeas corpus—that shield of liberty, in 
possession of which the people of a monarchy 
are frée, and without which s republic is a 
despotism. (Great applause.) Thess con- 
stitutional guaranties were in the way of co- 
ercive reconstruction; and Congress was 
forbidden, in peace, to touch any one of them. 
Unless these ancient and sacred lburties 
could be destroyed, vigorous malitary des- 
potisms could not be established—and, with- 
out such despotisms, Radical reconstruction 
was impossible. While these guaranties re- 
mained ın the Constitution, and were vbeyed, 
the whole governing talent of the South 
could not be disfranchised by a sweeping ez 
post facio law; Governors of States duly 
chosen by the elevtors in accordance wi 
State Constitutions and laws could not be 
removed by district commanders as impedi- 
ments to reconstruction ; State Legislatures 
could not be prorogued at tha point of the 
bayonet; State treasuries could not be 
robbed, and widow and orphan creditors de- 
frauded of their dividends to pay plantation 
negroes eight dollars a day for making Con- 
stitutions. (Applause.) New codes of laws, 
framed by Solons and mioralists like Dan 
Sickles, (hisses,) could not be proclaimed 
and enforced over the Oaroimas ; a judge 
conducting a murder trial could not be 
pushed from the bench, and the trial carried 
on to conviction, sentence ahd execution by 
a colonel in uniform ; American citizens— 
citizens of one of the original thirteen States 
—charged with no crime, could not be ar- 
rested by scores, on lettres de cachet signed 
by a post-adjutant, immured in loathsome 
dungeons, and tortured to the point of death 
with the boot and sweat-box, to make them 
swear to what a military commander suspected 
they knew touching the murder of some 
wretch like Ashburn ; (applause ;) and mili- 
tary commissions—those courts organized to 
convict, at whose doors no man can lay a 
charge of uncertainty as to the law, or doubt, 
or delay, or undue clemency in its execution, 
which adopt the efficient rule that it is better 
that ninety-mıne innocent men should be 
punished than one guilty man esca uld 
not inspire respect for the Radical party and 
its measures by being prepared at a mo- 
ment’s warning to try any citizen for any act 
which, in the opinion of the officer convening 
the court, was a ‘“‘crime against reconstruc- 
tion,” and to sentence him for months, or 
years, or lıfe, to the dungeon or the Dry Tor- 
tugas, beyond the reach of Executive pardon 
or reprieve. 


ASSUMPTION OF MORE POWERS. 


It was indispensable, therefore, to get rid 
of those constitutional provisions, which are 
at once guaranties of the liberties of the peo- 

le, and prohibitions of power to Congress. 
Fo avoid an avowal of a pur to trample 
on the Constitution, the party, with decent 
hypocrisy, claimed a new derivation of Oon- 
gressional power. They said that a formrda- 
ble rebellion was never contemplated by the 
framers of the Constitution, and no powers 
were conferred in anticipation of such an 
emergency. Congress, therefore, was com- 
polled, in the matter of reconstruction, to 
act outside of the Constitution. — 

The framers of the Constitution were the 
sons and grandsons of the Puritans aud the 
cavaliers who kept England smoking with 
civil wars for half a century, (applause ;) and 
who knew by personal experience how des- 
potic was power when influmed by the pas- 
sions of domestic war—whether that power 
were me legitimate sovereign, the pretender, 
or Parliament. And with recollections of 
this recent English history and traditions of 
family persecutions fresh in their minds— 
anticipating that the bold spirit of their sires 
would be transmitted to their children, and 
break outin occasional revolts against the 
national authority—the framers ot the Oon- 
stitution not oni Psy from Gon? 

Bss the power o icting in peace punish 
Sianta at Fil for political offences, but alao 
inserted these guarantees of personal liberty 
ex industria, av express prohibitions, in order 
to prevent a Congress from driving the peo- 
ple to renewed war or to flight by measures 
of revenge such as sent their forefathers 
from England to our shores.

Jange,) and that all its acts not authorized 

y the Gonstitution are mere usurpations, 
whether against express prohibitions or not, 
If you present this argument to Radicals, 
they will reply that the Oonstatution in fnot 

vice Congress such authority is therein de 
ouve, and Congress needs and must exer- 
cise it, A. Fronoh philosopher once propound 
ed to Professor Faraday a new theory of the 
transmission of light, which the English 

hilngopher heard patiently, and thon ob- 
Jocted to it} thatthe theory was inconsistent 
with certain established facta of natural 
science. “So much ze worse for ze favis,” 
was the ready anner z ge conan 
Frenchman. 80, ou prove the regon- 
struction plan nneonaitutional, the Radicals,
